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Overview of Technology 


Aerial rapid transit (ART) is a proven, zero emission, 
safe, sustainable, high-capacity, and highly efficient 
form of transportation. In an aerial transit system, 
cabins are suspended above grade by cables strung 
between stations and towers. Modern applications 
have seen the evolution of aerial transit technology 
as a feasible mode of urban rapid transit. The 
proposed Project would include three passenger 
stations, a non-passenger junction, three towers, 
and gondola cabins. The cabins would allow 

for sitting or standing; would accommodate 
wheelchairs, baby strollers, and bicycles; and would 
be air conditioned and fully ADA accessible. Each 
cabin would have a security camera on board with a 
feed to the control room as well as a “push to talk” 
button.
